INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - An 
expected extra 3 million gallons 
of gasoline should help ease the 
fuel shortage in northwestern 
Indiana, a spokesman for Gov­ 
ernor Bowen predicted. 
William J. Watt, who heads 
Bowen’s energy crisis commit­ 
tee, said he hoped today to out­ 
line a plan on how a 2 per cent 
increase in emergency gasoline 
allocation, for Indiana will work. 
The increase was announced 
in Washington by federal offi­ 
cials Tuesday 
But he added, “ It is our basic 
intention, after some discussion 
with the .governor Tuesday, to 
make 
it possible 
for service 
stations who serve priority users 
to qualify for hardship alloca­ 
tions.” 
“ This state has been involv­ 
ed in discussions for the p a. s t 
two days with particular at­ 
tention being paid to the prob­ 
lems 
in 
Lake 
County, 
Ind., 
which are being caused by spill­ 
over of demand from the Chi­ 
cago area and some panic buy­ 
ing. 
“ The increases in both Indi­ 
ana and Illinois will allow us to 
take steps to ease pressure in 
the northwestern Indiana area,” 
he said. 
“The hardship allocation will 
not be limited to northwest In­ 
diana,” Watt said. “There are 
other areas of states that have 
experienced some local prob­ 
lems and will be treated on the 
same basis as Lake County. 
“ I think the intent (of t h e 
emergency allocation) is to use 
the extra allotment to relieve 
Lake and .Porter Counties and 
get some set aside for emergen­ 
cy situations. One of the con­ 
siderations in all of this, is that 
it is better not to have to use 
all. of the set-aside.

Hearst, unveiled 
details of a sweeping “ People 
in Need” project to feed 100,000

empire founder William Ran­ 
dolph Hearst 16 days ago. 
“ I have a seat of the pants 
feeling that Patty Hearst might 
come hom.c tomorrow',” Bates

visiting the Hearst mansion in 
suburban 
Hillsborough. 
Bates, 
who 
heads 
the 
125-man 
FBI 
investigating 
force, 
did

elaborate. 
After two days of meetings 
with several groups named by

The details of the plant came 
on the deadline day set by the 
SLA for unveiling of a food 
program as a “ gesture of good 
faith” that might lead to Miss 
Hearst’s release.

Stan “The Man” Musial, vice 
president of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, doesn’t look the least 
bit out of place up their on the 
wall flanked by such other long 
ball hitters 
as 
Harry 
S. 
Truman, John F. Kennedy and 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 
“Stan’s a close friend of 
mint1,” sayd Eagleton, D-Mo. 
“I saw' him Saturday night, and 
he. was giving me a rundown on 
some of the new fellows coming 
up with the Cardinals. 
‘He’s very happy. He said to 
me ‘I’ve got the greatest job in 
the world. I’m vice president 
with the Cardinals and don't 
even know' what the job is.” 
Tom Eagleton laughed. 
He does that easily consider­ 
ing the experience he has been 
through, the kind which might 
have turned some other men 
inward for life. 
Denies Bitterness 
A year-and-a-half has passed 
since Sen. George S. McGovern, 
D-S.D. 
chose 
him 
as 
his 
running mate, the Democratic 
vice presidential candidate, and 
then dropped him. three weeks 
later because it wras discovered 
that he had been treated for a 
temporary mental problem.
